^ If in this age of indiscriminate writing a book by a hith- 

^. erto unknown author appears, a reader may well hesitate 

^ before taking it up. But when he learns that the author 

• is a man almost past middle life, a man of ripe scholarship, 

V. of high aspirations, and — what is becoming rarer among us 

'-7 from day to day — of literary conscience, and when he 

knows that the volume was not sent out with the customary 
beating of drums and flourish of trumpets, but was 
left to make its own way in the estimation of the 
public, or to be forgotten, the attention of every lover of 
truth and of letters is arrested. Nor is it surprising that 
the first fruit of such a man should be a masterpiece. 
"Huttens Letzte Tage " by Conrad Ferdinand Meyer, first 
published in 1871, was not Meyer's first publication, for a 
volume of poems had preceded it by a few years ; but it 
was the first that reached the public, — the first, moreover, 
in which Meyer had displayed his remarkable power of 
expression. Since then the great theme of nearly all his 
books has been a patriotic one : the hero battling for his 
fatherland.

IV INTRODUCTION.' 

It should be especially noticed that Meyer is a native of 
Switzerland, where he has always lived, with the exception 
of the time spent in foreign travel. Switzerland has 
borne a noble part in German literature. Every now and 
then, when affectation and artificiality threaten to corrupt 
public taste, when literary judgment in Germany appears 
to proceed from a few self-constituted dictators in the 
realm of aesthetics, a fresh breeze seems to blow from the 
Alps, and the atmosphere of fields and flowers again per- 
vades the literature of Germany. It was Albrecht von Hal- 
ler, who, although not personally engaged in the battles of 
the Gottsched with the Bodmer-Breitinger school, fur- 
nished in ' Die Alpen * the most formidable weapon to the 
latter. And in our own days, too, while hyper-sentimental- 
ism and ' realism ' are fighting their paper-battles, two men 
from Switzerland, Gottfried Keller and Conrad Ferdinand 
Meyer, urge by example, not with words, a return to nature. 
Gottfried Keller has completed his career, and it is easy to 
judge his literary character. Perhaps also it is not too soon 
to form a conclusive estimate of Meyer, for the compactness, 
truth, and even severity of his literary belief, compels us to 
expect that any succeeding work from his pen, at his 
advanced age, will fully harmonize in tone with those 
which we already possess. 

Bom at Zurich in 1825, Meyer prepared for the Univer- 
sity at the Gymnasium of his native city, and then began 
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the study of jurispradence. Like Heine, Scheffel, and many 
others, he seems to have received from the study of law an 
aversion to its practice and at the same time an incentive 
to literature. But probably, as was the case with Scheffel, 
it was his work in legal archives that made him so fully ca- 
pable of transporting himself into former times. Meyer 
undoubtedly possesses the rare art of confining himself es- 
sentially to the thought and speech of a bygone epoch, and 
of remaining at the same time thoroughly modern. In 
what this secret power consists, I shall not venture to dis- 
cuss. Perhaps Meyer himself would be unable to render 
a true account of it. But among the outward secondary 
means to his end, it seems not insignificant that frequently 
he resigns the part of historian and puts his story into the 
mouth of a contemporary, thus leading us at once in medias 
res. The inestimable value of this technical finesse we may 
well study in Joseph Victor von ScheffePs * Juniperus.' 

' Gustav Adolfs Page ' exhibits Meyer's aptitude for the 
historic novel in a very strong light. In fact, Meyer's talent 
seems to be confined solely to the historical novel and the 
epic. Indeed it may be said of him, in regard to his own 
recognition of the limitations of his genius, that 

" In der Beschrankung zeigt sicb erst der Meister." 

This recognition is one merit more in these days, when 
many-sidedness is clamored for by multitude and critics. 
Friedrich Theodor Vischer found the most characteristic 
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expression for Meyer's rough-hewn, plastic, and penetrating 
individuality, when he addressed him in a letter as " the 
Tacitus of the novel." 

In making a school-edition of 'Gustav Adolfs Page,' I unfor- 
tunately found it necessary to take several liberties with the 
text, the greatest of which was the omission (from Chapter 
III.) of a remarkably vivid and picturesque episode, the 
suicide of the Slavonian " Soldatenmadchen " Corinna. It 
was also thought best to make the notes more copious than 
would seem to be warranted in a school-edition designed 
for advanced reading, in order- that the present volume 
might serve the English-speaking student of German as a 
proper introduction to the large list of modern novels, 
headed by ScheffePs ' Ekkehard,* which revive or imitate 
the speech of former times. The main purpose of the 
notes is to explain all words and phrases not to be found 
in an ordinary German- Enghsh Lexicon and such as would 
easily be misunderstood in their signification. No origi- 
nality can be claimed for the historical notes, which are col- 
lated from standard writers.
